an analysis of tbe samples of water 
taken from the test wells will be 
available at the hearing. 


Test wells which have been driven 


on tbe flat above South Rondout near 
Mill Brook have proven that the 
original shallow well system which 
was proposed would not supply an 
adequate supply of pure water and j 
the town board acting as a board of 
water commissioners has now taken 
under advisement the securing of an i 
adequate supply from a deep well 
system. In conjunction with the en- 
gineers, San born fc Bogert, tests are 
now being made of deep wells at the 
same location and the test pipe has 
been sunk to a depth of 45 feet 
where through a two Inch pipe a 
flow of water has been secured. At 
present the flow through this small 
pipe is about eight gallons per min-

Leprosy, curiously enough, to the 


Israelites, was more a moral than 
a physical affliction. 
Segregation 


was purely ceremonial. If the leper 
was fortunate enough to have his 
symptoms disappear a "sin offering" 
was prescribed by the Book for 
atonement. 
For a poor man, the 


holocaust usually consisted of two 
pigeons—one pigeon being killed 
over running water. Then, accord- 
ing to the law the sick man was 
sprinkled with the blood of the vic- 
tim before he was allowed admit- 
tance into communion with the Chil- 
dren of the Promise. 


Historically, status a writer in the

ties agree that it made its first 
dread appearance in the land of the 
Pharaohs.

Seared by Fire 


Scarcely a pane of glass was left 


unbroken. 
Even In the supposed!} 


fire-proof "custodian building" where 
the rioting broke out, floors and win- 
dow sills were seared by fire. 


Twenty guards of a staff of 74— 


unarmed as always—were on duty 
when the yammering of the adamant 
non-eaters, 
locked 
up 
together, 


touched off the riots throughout the 
prison. 


While some prisoners set fire to 


mattresses and 
bedding, 
wrecking 


the dormitories where most of them 
slept, others used a. bench for a bat- 
tering-ram to smash light gratings 
from windows. After that, escape 
over the roof of a one-story building 
and to the ground was easy. 


As smoke poured down the corri- 


dors and through the shattered win- 
dows, the rebellious prisoners won 
control of almost every section ex- 
cept the central block, protected be- 
hind heavy steel grills. Many pris- 
oners fled to the spacious grounds 
and 
battled 
hand-to-hand with 


guards while crowds 
of citizens 


watched 


The rioting seemed to reach a cli- 


maT after about five hours and by 
midnight groups of prisoners were 
led peacefully to cells and locked up 


The fires petered out on the steel 


walls and concrete floors. Although 
the guards' 
reinforcements bran- 


dished arms, no shots were fired.
